FISHING IN PEACE POOL 
One of the most interesting spectacles of the week­ 
end, according to Dewitt MacKenzie, Associated Press 
news analyst, has been that of Japan’s notorious Ad­ 
miral Kichisaburo Nomura doing a bit of vigorous fish­ 
ing in the peace pool. 
Nomura is by way of being an expert on peace— 
that is, on some aspects of it. He’s the fellow who was 
in Washington as the Mikados special envoy, talking 
peace and expressing Nippon’s deep affection tor Uncle 
Sam when the Japs made their treacherous attack at 
Pearl Harbor. 
His name is deeply engraved on Am­ 
erican memory. 
The admiral—casting a long line in the hope of hook­ 
ing a bit of information—says that the Allies' policy of 
unconditional surrender is only costing them higher 
casualties. 
He admits there s 
sign that they are 
suffering from war-weariness. 
Nomura has been about a bit and isn't silly enough 
to think that any such statement would affect the Allied 
war program. 
Undoubtedly he is trying to draw from 
the Allies some further, more concrete, declarations as 
to what “unconditional surrender ’ • ntails. Why? Well, 
because Japan knows that she is b< aten and she is look­ 
ing about to see what can be salvaged from the wreck­ 
age. 
Things must indeed look black in Tokyo. The home­ 
land is virtually isolated by Allied naval and air block­ 
ade. 
Japan cannot feed herself, and already is faced 
with a food crisis. We are just hitting our stride in an 
aerial bombardment which will be more terrible than 
anything the world has seen. 
This past week-end also has marked the eighth anni­ 
versary of China’s struggle against Japan barbarism— 
and it finds the Chinese at long last heading out of the 
woods. 
Tokyo will have noted that this anniversary 
was the occasion of Prime Minister Churchill’s renewal 
of the pledge that Britain will concentrate all her efforts 
in cooperation with the Allies to achieve final victory in 
the Pacific. 
France, too, promised her help. 
If Japan were smart she would surrender now, there­ 
by saving herself useless punishment—and forestalling 
Russia's possible entrance into the conflict.

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A COMMONPLACE BOOK 


“What does one do at Santa Fe?” I asked the young 
man who was sitting next to me in the lounge car. 
(He 
had sat up all night in a chair, being unable to secure a 
berth in the crowded Chief.) 
I was anxious to learn 
something in advance about the town we were soon to 
visit, because we did not wish to wraste an hour of the 
short time we were to be there. I had learned that this 
intelligent and cultured chap operated a gold mine in 
the mountains north of Santa Fe. 
His reply was remarkable and illuminating. 
“You don’t do 
anything if you are smart,” he said, “except just to sit and soak 
up sensation.” I thought I understood what he meant but a few 
hours later, when we were actually in the narrow streets of that 
ancient city, I knew I did. 
For the next couple of days I kept remembering this wise 
young man and remembering also the neo-pagan philosophy of 
Walter Pater. 
“Every moment some form grows perfect in 
hand or face; some tone on the hills or the sea is choicer than 
the rest. 
These words, and again: “Not the fruit of experience 
but experience itself is the end,” kept coming back to me. 
I 
don’t know whether Walter Pater ever saw a mountain with its 
crest enameled in snowy porcelain, or a desert whose whiteness 
is violently relieved by the dark green of pinon trees and the 
waving silver brush of the sage. 
But if ever a country was 
made to illuminate his idea of the enjoyment of life, certainly it 
was this stirring, sensation-filled New Mexico. 
You cannot go to Santa Fe by train, for no train runs 
through that one-time center of all the southwest, the terminus 
of the old Santa Fe trail, the headquarters of the old Spanish 
priests who ministered and ruled here, the seat of the governors 
from the earliest days. 
You must leave the haughty and im­ 
patient train at Lamy, a tiny group of houses in the middle of 
nothing. 
(Lamy, by the way, was named after the famous 
French Priest, Archbishop Lamy, who brought order into the 
disorganized church of New Mexico and built the magnificent 
Cathedral of St. Francis at the east end of San Francisco Street 
in the 1870’s. 
He is the hero of Willa Catheys book, “Death 
Comes for the Archbishop.”) 
You must take a bus which will 
carry you through the mountains and deposit you at Santa Fe, 
eighteen miles away. 
More than anything else at first, I think, you are conscious 
of the purity of the air. 
It flows into your lungs like something 
palpable. 
You can almost taste it. 
We are seven thousand feet 
high now. 
There are no factories, no industries, no smoke, and 
no dirt. 
The sky is the deepest blue imaginable. 
As you drive 
through the country the whiteness of the sand, the blueness of 
the sky, the deep green of the pinon and cedar, the soft blues 
and white crests of the mountains, remind you of the artist in 
the “Moon and Sixpence” who wanted suddenly to go to the 
tropics where the colors were “raw and violent and full of con­ 
trast.” 
This is the place, certainly, though it isn’t the tropics 
and one would call the colors violent, perhaps, but now raw. 
That is why so many painters come here to live, for Santa Fe is 
one of America’s leading art centers. 
Writers, too. come here 
and to Taos, seventy miles to the north, along with sufferers from 
tuberculosis and asthma. D. H. Lawrence, famous English nov­ 
elist, a victim of tuberculosis, lived at Taos for eight years 
before his death. 
Mable Dodge (now Mable Lujan, since she 
married a Taos Indian), author of "Edge of Taos Desert,” still 
lives in Taos. 


At Santa Fe most of the architecture, even the few modern 
buildings, is based on the adobe construction of the Indians. 
It 
is almost all one-story, and when there are two or three, they are 
stepped back In the manner of the pueblo. 
The Palace of the 
Governors is still there and very much in use by a series of small 
art shops; a long adobe structure, one-story, extending the length 
of one full block with a beautiful patio hidden in the center. It was 


built in , 1610 by Don Pedro d* 
Peralta, Spanish provincial gover 
nor, so you see it has been doing 
business picturesquely since ten 
years before the Pilgrims ventured 
a tentative toe upon Plymouth 
Rock. 
The plaza still remains the 
hub of village activities. 
It is a 
small green park in the center of 
the town, where a Mexican woman 
with two or three children is rest­ 
ing on a bench, or a copper In­ 
dian with coal-black braids and 
the inevitable blanket is offering 
some small wares of silver. It was 
the first place that attracted us 
after our ride through the moun­ 
tains. 
Tile Cathedral of St. Francis, 
with 
its 
statue 
of 
Archbishop 
Lamy in front, is beautiful and 
inspiring, but the little Mission of 
San Miguel, said to be the oldest 
church in the United States, is 
historically more interesting, with 
its thick adobe walls, its beautiful, 
deep-toned bell, and Its carved 
Spanish beams. 
Across the lane 
at the side of the Chapel is a 
house labeled “the oldest house in 
the 
United 
States.” 
Apparently 
authorities disagree, since I believe 
there is a house in St. Augustine. 
Florida, also claimed to be th* 
“oldest house in the U. S. A.” 
However, this one is obviously very 
ancient and much more primitive 
than the grand mansion in St. 
Augustine. 
It is built of puddled 
adobe and is even believed to be 
pre-Spanish, perhaps as much as 
400 years old. 


Santa Fe is near most of the im­ 
portant Indian pueblos of New 
Mexico, 
those 
ancient 
villages 
where Indian life has gone on 
largely undisturbed and where the 
Indian stock exists in unexampled 
purity. 
To the north are 
the 
pueblos of Tesuque, Santa Clara, 
San Ildefonso, San Juan, and Taos. 
To the south lie the pueblos of 
Cochiti and Santo Domingo. 
In 
the city itself I had expected, of 
course, to see a great many people 
of 
Mexican 
blood, 
bu t1 I 
was 
amazed by the proportion. 
While 
I have seen no figures, it seemed 
that at least 50% of Santa Fe pop­ 
ulation must be of Mexican origin.
